The Striking Street Car Men 
of New York Win. 

A Proposition from the Railroad Com- 
pany Settles the Trouble. 


Twelve Hours Work and Two Dollars 
Per Day — How the Settlement Was 
Effected — All the Lines Start Their Cars 
at 2 p. m.—The Knights of Labor Boycott 
in Texas—The Situation Unchanged—Com- 

bination of Manufacturers Against Trades 
Unions, 


NEw YORK, March 5, 6 A. M.—The grand 
**tie up’’ of all the surface lines of the city 
ordered by the Executive Board of the Empire 
Protective Association took place to-day and 
notacarisrunning. At 4:20 o’clock the first 
car for the day, on the Sixth Avenue road, 
should have left the depot at Forty-third 
street. The car did not do so, and as the night 
men arrived with their cars they ran them into 
the stables. The men stood around and 
laughed in the best of humor and did not 
attempt to-resort to violence. The last car 
left the Broadway depot at 4:50. The next one 
to arrive entered the depot and did not come 
out again. The men were very quiet. They 
did not intend to tie up until 4:50 a.m., but 
the agents from the Empire Association ar- 
rivedand ordered the men to leave, which 
they did on the instant. They assembled in 
orderly groups and prepared to march to 
their hall on West Fifty-second street, 
where they will remain during the day. 
When car No. 204 of the Third avenue line 
reached the depot at Sixty-sixth street, at 4:20 
o’clock, the driver tarned from the main track 
into the stables and unhitched his horses. A 
car that arrived subsequently did the same. 
There was not the least excitement. At4:45 
there were only fifteén men about the depot. 
They all belonged to the night force. The day 
men simplified matters by not reporting for 
duty. President Lamb of the company was 
notified at once, but he decided not to do any- 
thing until he calls the directors together dur- 
ing the day when it will be decided whether ft 
will be worth while to make an effort to run a 
car. Afew policemen were sent over from the 
Fifty-ninth Street Station, but their services 
were not needed for everything was quiet. 

CARS ALL TIED UP. 

The following dispatches were received at 
police headquarters this morning: 

4:15 A. M.—Twelfth Precinct, One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth street, between Third and Lexington 
avenues. The = stopped running here. 
There is no e, most of the men went away 
from the stables as soon as through. Those who re- 
mained are quiet. 

4:20 A. M.—Twenth-eighth Precinct, Sixty-fifth 
street and Third avenue. Cars heave all tied up.

WATCHING THE CROOKS. 

Police Inspector Byrnes, who has had reason 
to believe that there is to be an incursion of 
thieves from neighboring cities, such as Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Jersey City, and Albany, 
has taken measures to prevent their entrance 
into the city. He has all the ferries and rail - 
road stations watched by detectives, who will 
send them backſto their homes. If they per- 
sist in coming into the eity they will be locked 
up. 

TROUBLE EXPECTED TO-DAY. 

Mr. Byrnes says this morning he expécts to- 
day will be like the second day of the draft 
riots. At police headquarters early this morn- 
ing it was said that among those who were to 
be arrested on the warrants issued last night 
are Chairman O’Donnell of the Empire Pro- 
tective Association and the other members of 

e Executive OCommittee—Best, Wallace, 
Hughes and Merrill. It is said they will not be 
arrested unless they do some overt act to-day, 
when they will be accused of inciting to vio- 
lence. It was said at police headquarters that 
the presidents of the car companies were 
holding a general meeting this morn- 
ing, and it was the opinion that they 
will advise Mr. Richardson and 
the Directors of the Dry Dock, East Broadway 
and Battery Railroad Companies to accede 
to the demands of the men.

THE FIRST CAR. 

Car No. 198 of the Fourth Avenue surface 
road was the first to reach the City Hall this 
afternoon. It reached the stand at 2:20 o’clock 
and was covered with brand new brooms. 

GENERAL REJOICING. 

The first car out of the Dry Dock stables, 
nesr the foot of Grand street and over the 
Grand Street Line, left the _ stables 
at a quarter past 2, amid the 
cheers and yells of the thousands 
of people in the neighborhood. For blocks 
away from the station the streets 
were impassable owing to the 
throng, but the tone of the talk 
was jubilant, instead of defiant, 
as yesterday. Along Grand street the build- 
ings were decked with flags and bunting until 
the route of the first car wore its holiday air. 
The space directly in front of the stables 
was kept clear by a squad of police. The 
horses for the first trip were brought and 
hitched first to the car which made the 
memorable trip under Police Superintendent 
Murray’s direction, but it was found to be too 
battered and for appearance sake another car 
was taken. Joseph O’Donnell, the head 
of the Executive Board of the Empire 
„Protective Association drove the car, 
which was received with a tumult of cheers. 
Flags were tied on it and on the horses’ heads 
and 8 broom was thrown upon the roof from 
a window on Grand street. Two mounted po- 
licemen rode ahead and cleared the way.

Rhode Island was represented and all pledged 
themselves to the extent of ö per cent of their 
respective pay-rolls for the purpose of de- 
fending their interests. The sum thus pledged 
amounts to about $1,000,000. 


Not Fighting the Knights. 
CuiIcaGo, March 5.—The fact that several 
managers in the East have recently discharged 
some of their employes because of their 
avowedly being Knights of Labor, has caused 


a rumor to be circulated that there is on foot 
aconcerted movement by manufacturers to 
break up that order, and that the action of the 
McCormick Reaper-works is an initial step in 
that direction.

THE LOCKED-OUT MEN. 

The force of Police on duty at McCormick’s 
reaper works was greatly reduced this morn- 
ing, about half the uniformed officers having 
been sent to their beats. The force in citizens 
clothes has been nearly doubled, and the 
street-corners for blocks around will be close- 
ly watched. Altogetherthere are now about 
one hundred and fifty officers on duty, of 
whom one hundred are in citizens’ clothes. 
At 8 o’clock this morning nearly 
seven hundred men had passed 
through the Big Gate, and it 
18 estimated that over two hundred 
crossed the ice and entered the factory from 
the rear. It is safe to say that by noon fully 
one thousand men will be at work. Last night 
a meeting was held ut Workingmen’s Hall. It 
was largely attended, but a greater part of the 
audience consisted ot outsiders—sympathizers 
with the strikers. Some of those who were at 
work in the factory yesterday and came in 
again this morning, merely attended the 
meeting to see what was going 
on. Great dissatisfaction is expresse 
with the course pursued by Mr. 
McCormick in r to have anything to do 
with the committee who presented the resolu- 
tions yesterday afternoon. It was decided not to 
hold any more meetings, but to turn the whole 
affair over to District No. 57, Knights of Labor, 
which will pass on it and then turn it over to 
the General Assembly. The committee, which 
is always in session in a room on Blue Island 
avenue, claims that as soon as the General 
Assembly acts upon the affair it will be im- 
possible for the company to ship a single ma- 
chine, as the switchmen and engineers will 
refuse to haul a car for the MeCormicks if or- 
dered not to do so by the Knights of Labor.

It has been 
currently stated that the failure of the 
grand col. nization schemo was due to the 
hostility manifested by the higher Classes 
in Mexico,including members of the pres- 
tut Administration, against the * 
mous doctrines of the Mormons. lider 
Jones brushes all these statements aside;

than President Diaz himself. Jones says the 
true cause ofthe temporary abandon- 


ment ofthe colonization scheme was the 


discovery that they could not procure title 
to sufficient arable land in either Sonora 
or Chihuahua. The Federal government 
offered to sell the Mormons any land that 
it owned, andon the most satisfactory 
terms, but when the Mormon experts came 
toexamine the Federal lands they found 
the greater portion were barren deserts. 
Allthe choice valleys had been taken up 
by Mexican settlers, and as Mormons re- 
quired aterritory about haif the size of 
the State of Indiana it wasan endless 
task to recover the title to the fertile por- 
tions. The Federal government even of- 
fered to help the Mormons buy 
these arable patches, offered to fix 
the price so that the Mormons would not 
be at the mercy of small holders. 
Elder Jones says the Mormons, upon con- 
sidering the offer, declined to undertake 
the task of dealing with perhaps ten thou- 
sand different small landholders, but 
made the Federal Government an offer 
thatifitwould buy out these holders of 
the arable bottom lands the Mormons 
would take the samefrom the Govern- 
ment, and in addition would purchase 
several million acres of contiguous desert 
lands. This proposition is now under con- 
sideration by the Mexican Government, 
and Jones has no doubt of its acceptance. 
He believes Mexico is destined to be the 
Canaan of the persecuted Mormon.

By such a 
process the wings of fancy are clipped, 
the cave of rhetorical wind is sealed up, 
and the lofty genius of rhetorical exag- 
geration is at once put to flight. 


USURPED POWER. 

The revolt of the dressed-beef men 
against the trunk-line discrimination in 
favor of live-beef shipments is only an in- 
cident of what is fast becoming a general 
outbreak. The doctrine that an enlight- 
ened self-interest or a wholesome fear of 
provoking the people to start rival lines 
would sufficiently restrain the railroads 
and make it safe to leave them entirely 
free from legislative interference is fast 
yielding to the logic of facts. Numerous 
trade organizations which were seminaries 
of that doctrine are now renouncing it, 
and clamoring for the institution of ef- 
fective legal checks to protect public and 
private rights from gross abuses of a 
power which the railroad managers have 
shown themselves unfit to wield. 

Everywhere, in town and country, the 
people gre beginning to realize the scope 
and meaning of the power of arbitrary 
discrimination in railroad freight tariffs— 
that it means the power of turning awry 
the natural currents of trade, the up- 
building of this or that shipping point in 
preference to another, and the favoring or 
the suppression of any firm or of any 
branch or form of enterprise, according to 
the private interests or partnerships or 
speculative projects of the railroad mana- 
gers, regardless of the general welfare 
and in violation of the obligations which 
privileged common carriers owe to the 
public. 

The power of regulating commerce be- 
tween the States was forbidden to the 
the States and expressly reserved to Con- 
gress, as the body representing all local 
interests, and therefore the only body to 
be trusted with an equitable adjustment 
of all conflicts of local interest. But 
this power, so carefully reserved to Con- 
gress, is exercised by a few railroad kings 
with an aggressive audacity which would 
appall a constitutional legislature. In 
order that the natural resources and ad- 
vantages of each locality might have free 
play unretarded by hostile discrimina- 
tions, the Constitution forbade the levying 
of imposts or duties on imports or exports 
from one State to another, and expressly 
provided that ‘‘No preference shall 
be given by any regulation of commerce 
or revenue to the ports of one State over 
those of another.’’ The very power of 
which the molders of our institutions were 
so jealous that it was denied to the States 
and conferred upon Congress only to the 
most limited and carefully guarded ex- 
tent, is now aggressively used and atro- 
ciously abused by irresponsible railroad 
combinations that lay imposts, and even 
embargoes, when they choose, in the form 
of protective or punitive freight tariffs, 
discriminating between States, or between 
cities of the same State, or between ship- 
pers in the same city, or between dressed 
beef and live beef, so as to encourage one 
branch of the business and suppress the 
other. | 

No such dangerous power has ever been 
or will be conferred upon the people’s 
own resppnsible representatives in any 
branch ofthe Government.. It isfar more 
dangerous and more liable to abuse in the 
hands of railroad managers subject to all 
sorts of bias from stock jobbing schemes 
and commercial intrigues. But it is and 
will be exercised by just such unfit instru- 
ments, with autocratic impudence and 
impunity, until the power is taken from 
them by wholesome laws enforced with 


effective penalties. 
— — — — 


MR. FROUDE AND IRELAND. 

Mr. FRoupk's recent deliverances on the 
Irish situation are in accord with his atti- 
tude on the subjectas set forth in his writ- 
ings. He has contended that the pro- 
longed troubles and disorders in Ireland 
existed because the island was not thor- 
oughly conquered in the first instance, 
and thus the necessary assimilation of the 
people was not secured. Itis under the 
force of such a conviction that Mr. FROUDE 
declares the reconquest of Ireland a 
probability of the near future, and a step 
that will be necessary in the interest of 
public order and stable government and 
for the protection of lifeand property. 

Those who think best of humanity will 
not readily believe that Mr. FroupE has 
correctly traced the sources of Irish 
troubles or suggested a proper remedy for 
them. It will be time enough to speak, or 
even think of a re-conquest when Home 
Rule shall have, been tested and proved 
a failure, and when the Irish people shall 
have assumed an attitude of revolt. 

Mr. FROUDE was very unlucky in an 
illustration from recent history which he 
saw proper to use. This is his re- 
ported language: ‘‘If Ireland were gov- 
erned as the South was governed by the 
North after your civil war, with a firm 
and steady hand, there would be peace.“ 
This means that a carpet-bag government 
mixed with military occupation is the 
proper resort for giving peace to Ireland. 
A carpet-bag, or alien, government is 
oue which a people will accept as long us 
they are unable to help them- 
selves. The South tried the car- 
pet-bagger till he became intolerable 
and then kicked him out of  oaffice 
and across the border, and he was not re- 
instated, because the nation was not will- 
ing to use the army for that purpose. The 
Irish have endured the carpet-bagger for 
centuries, and have been unable to get 


rid of him because he has been sustained 
and upheld with the military power of 
Eng land. 3 


Tun Cincinnati Enquirer, which some 
time ago published a somewhat sensa-

T.; that the husband of Mrs. MOORE, a prac- 
ticing attorney, died at San Antonio, Tex., 
about three years ago; that after his death 
Mrs. Moore retarned to Washington City, 
since which time she has been keep- 
ing a private boarding- house, pat - 
ronized by some of the most respect 
able families who spend their winters 
in Washington. They all testify to the lady’s 
remarkable worth and thorough ladylike qual- 
ities, and unite in the expression that her life 
has been without reproach. Upon this show- 
ing, and upon its own investigation, the En- 
quirer deeply regrets that its chance corres- 
pondent was imposéd upon by a woman keep- 
ing a rival boarding-house—who has pursued 
Mrs. Moon with unyielding malignity because 
of financial misunderstandings between them, 
of which the public can have no concern— 
While he was a boarder in her house. The En- 
quirer regrets the publication, and desires to 
do Mrs. Mook justice by stating that her char- 
acter is above reproach, and who ig to-day 
earning a livelihood in an honorable calling for 
herself and child.

They could call his attention to the well- 
known fact, which he seems to have for- 
gotten, that peace, industry and pros- 
perity remained away from the South un- 
til local self-government was perfectly 
restored to her; that all bogus imitations 
of the genuine thing andall experimental 
substitutes produced only mischievous re- 
sults, and so affected the general pros- 
perity of the Union that, in spite of sec- 
tional animosity and simply for her own 
sake, the North soon devolved the duty 


of governing each Southern State upon 


its own people again.

THE recent repeal of the agricultural 
lien law of Mississippi wasa wise and 
just act of the Legislature. The law en- 
abled farmers and tenants to mortgage 
unplanted and growing crops so as to 
obtain necessary supplies from merchants, 
but after an existence of fifteen years the 
law was demonstrated to be vicious in its 
tendencies and results. The country mer- 
chants were bound to lose many debts on 
account of bad crops, and in order to 
save themselves were compelled to 
charge exorbitant rates for everything 
sold on credit. The absence of a 
lien law in a State like Missis- 
sippi will entail hardship for awhile on 
account of the credit system upon which 
it is based, but the final result will be for 
the good of the whole people. A large 
percentage of laboring people who have 
rented small tracts of land will now work 
for wages, and, being able to pay cash 
for what they get, they will get it for less 
money than ever before. Lien laws of 
this kind have been tried in other States, 
but have usually been abolished or radi- 
cally modified. 

— ä — — 

THE House of Commons yesterday 
showed a majority of 160 in favor of grant - 
ing the supplies for Ireland without ask- 
ing GLADSTONE to define his measures for 
the pacification of Ireland. This vote of 
confidence was a magnificent testimonial 
of reliance on the sincerity of his prom- 
ises and on his ability to fulfill them. 
It clears the way for a deliberate 
concentration of all his strength on 
the work, and shows that the sentiment 
of the House is overwhelmingly in favor 
of giving a fair field to the consideration 
of some new scheme for a thorough refor- 
mation of the relations of Ireland to the 
United Kingdom. It does not necessarily 
foreshadow a majority for any scheme he 
may introduce, but the vote certainly in- 
dicates a rat preponderance of senti- 
ment in favor of some great effort to sat- 
isfy the Parnellites and reach the root of 
the Irish question.

THE PRELATES POSITION. 


ARCHBISHOP KENRICK’S ATTITUDE To- 
WARD THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Vicar-General Brady Explicitly Denies Ke- 
cent Statements—No Condemnation of the 
Knights Yet Uttered by the Archbishop— 
Mgr. Leray of New Orleans on the 
Subject, b 


Despite the denial of Archbishop Kenrick’s 
reported hostility to the Knights of Labor, 
which denial was published in the Post Dis- 
PATCH immediately after a morning paper had 
put an erroneous statement in the mouth of the 
Archbishop, some of the laboring class have 
had a lingering fear that the head of this 
Oatholic diocese had condemned the Knights. 
Vicar-General P. P. Brady, who since the de- 
parture of Archbishop Ryan has been very 
near His Grace, set all doubts and fears at 
rest to-day ina very explicit interview with a 
Post- DISPATCH reporter. | 

„The church, said the Vicar-General, ‘‘is 
very conservative on the question of labor. 
It loves the laboring classes, whose especial 


guardian itis. Ifthe teachings of the church 
were followed, there would be no clash be- 
tween capital and labor.’’ 

It is said that because the Bishop of Mon- 
treal has seen fit to denounce the Knights of 
Labor that it would be consistent for Arch- 
bishop Kenrick to do the same.’’ 

‘-That is not the case at all. In Montreal 
the Knights may not live up to their 
constitution, or there may be some local 
causes which do not obtain here or inother 
cities. This is a fact, however; Archbishop 
Kenrick has not condemned the Knights of 
Labor. I can state that positively. The 
church must be especially conservative in the 
matter of societies, because this is an age of 
societies. They are springing up on every 
side. There are societies andsocieties. Some 
are condemned by the church by name—such 
as Free Masonsand Odd Fellows; others be- 
cause of their secrets; others because of their 

rinciples—such asthe Nihilists. Any oath- 

ound socety in which the members take a 
blind oath, an oath to do whatever—and what- 
ever is a big word, isn’t it?— 
the society may impose upon them, 
is condemned by the church, because the 
church holds itself to be the guardian of the 
morals of its people. Now, are the Knights of 
Labor condemnable by name? Have they an 
oath that binds their members in suc 
a way as to endanger their morals? Have 
they any secret other than a business 
one, which is legitimate? Have they any con- 
demnabie principle? Such W as these 
must de satisfaciorily settled, it will be seen, 
before any condemnation of the Knights can 
be given out. 

Have you denounced the Knights?“ 

„Why, certainly not. I know nothing of 
these important questions I have just put. 

Have you not seen a copy of the constitu- 
tion of the Knights?’’ 

‘*Thave not, but I would like to know where 
Icould geta copy. I am reading everything 
about them as it appears in the public press, 
but I would like to et a more thor- 
ough knowledge of their organization. 
Persons have a perfect right to forma society 
to keep business secrets among themselves, 
and there are a great many societies that do 
justthat and go no further, but there are 
others that stand on the debatable ground 
between the legitimate and the condemnabie.’’ 

„„What do you think the church will do 
about the Knights?’’ 

6-4 f that is very simple. The Plenary 
Council at Baltimore discussed such questions 
thoroughly, and when the decrees of the Coun- 
cil are published then the position of the 
church will be clearly déefined.’’ 


Mgr. Leray Speaks. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW ORLEANS, LA., March 5.—In a conversa- 
tion to-day with Mgr. Franquers Xavier Leray, 
Roman Catholic bishop of this diocese, that 
well-informed prelate was shown a clipping 
contai‘:ing recent utterances of Archbishop 
Kenric«x of St. Louis, against the or- 
ganization of the Knights of Labor. 
Archbishop Leray said that this 


very subject was occupying his attention. He 
had lately been visite rd two delegates from 
the Knights of Labor with whom he conferred 
at length. They left with him a copy of the 
constitution, and he found nothing objection- 
able in it. forkingmen have an undeniable 
right to form co-operative, self-protecting, 
mutual aid and benevolent associations. 
They cannot be prevented from banding to- 
gether, provided they do not intend to resort to 
violence or injure 2 From what he 
had learned so far of the Knights of Labor, 
they cannot fall under the ban of the church. 
Continuing, he said: There is no harm in 
the associations, unless further investigation 
proves that the members are bound by solemn 
bath to obey blindly the orders of a chief 
or of a secret council. The gentlemen 
who called on me did not state that an oath of 
implicit obedience to secret chiefs was exact- 
ed. Thechurch will not tolerate that a man 
should engage his wörd and honor to endanger 
his salvation in such a manner. In regard to 
other secret societiegy, they have been thor- 
oughly examined od the plenary council of 
Baltimore. The Knights of Honor and the 
Knights of Pvthias are the same as Freemasons. 
They are not merged into Freemasonry for the 
reason that Freemasonry does not touch the 
mutual insurance plan which has been adopted 
in these bodies. In all other respects they are 
classed with Masons, with chaplains, rituals 
and altars. As for the Legion of Honor, 
the members are not Freemasons, but 
the church does not approve of the 
order for the reason that it has achaplain who 
is not a priest. It has a ritual and services at 
the reception of members. It has an altar in 
the middle of the assembly room, and further- 
more there is not a single mention of God in 
their service. When I investigated the com- 
position of the Legion of Honor it struck me 
that there was nothing essentially wrong in it 
except the ritual. I told those who had called 
on me for my opinion todo away with their 
absurdities and they would be all right.’’

What President Keiser of the Laclede Com- 
pany Knows of the Movements of New 
York Capitalists in This Direction— The 
Water-Gas People Talk—A Laclede Pool 
Forming. 


The complications in the gas question have 
not yet ceased. With the reduction of the 
price of gas and with the passage of the gas 
bills, it was hoped that the sit 
uation would remain for a time 
at least in a favorable state, and that 
the public mind would be given a rest from 
the perplexities of a gaseous dispute. Recent 
indications, however, arein the opposite di- 
rection and all the facts within reach of the 
outside world point to a renewal of hostilities. 
The facts in the case are about these: 

The United Gas Improvement Company of 
Philadeiphia, which has been locating plants 
in all the principal cities of the country for 
the production of water-gas, has found a 
rival in a company of New York capitalists, 
which also has as the object of its existence the 
location of gas companies in various cities. 


The success which attended the efforts of the 
Water Gas Company induced the New York 
Company to foliow the same general plan,and, 
as a natural result of the rivalry, those cities 
selected as bases 0 operation 
by the Water Gas people were 
dul picked out by the New Yorkers. 
In Baltimore and Washington this is the case, 
and likewise in Chicago, where the Equitable 
Gas Company represents the New York capi- 
tal. The latter company claim to be in pos 
session Of a process by which gas can 
be made much cheaper than water g 
and the plan is to obtain a foothold ina city, 
put the price per thousand at a figure which 
will force the other companies to compro- 
mise and then, by means of aconsolidation, 
obtain a permanent stamping ground in the 
cities from which they nad been shut out. 

The general plan pursued so far has been as 
ust indicated, and the New YorkC ompany 
s following hard upon the footsteps of the 
Water Gas people. It is this feature of their 
conduct that Jeads to the conclusion that the 
New York people will have a try at St. Louis. 

St. Louis is the latest tield of victory for the 
Water Gas Company, and eonsequently the 
other may be expected to arrive. 

This 1 „together with the fact that 
a pool has been forming among the principal 
stockholders of the Laclede Company, leads 
to the supposition that negotiations have been 
opened between the two.

BEDUCTION DOES REDUCE. 


St. Louis Gasught Company’s Patrons Satis- 
tied with Their Bills. 

About two weeks ago, when the first bills of 
the St. Louis Gaslight Company since the re- 
duction in the price of gas wererendered to 
consumers, there was a great deal of dissatis- 
faction expressed at the peculiar mathemat- 
ical methods of the gas company,which demon- 
strated clearly that reduction does not always 


reduce. This morning the consumers in what 
is designated as division C received their bills 
for the month of February. From some of 
these bills itseems thatthe gas company has 
profited by the experience of last month 
and given its customers the full bene- 
fit of the reduced rates. Inqu by a 
POsT-DISPATCH reporter elicited the informa- 
tion thatthe bills of the Laclede Hotel for 
Febru footed up $208, while in the previous 
month, before the reduction, they amounted 
to $370, with a difference of but 7,000 feet in the 
amount of gas used. At Hurst’s Hotel the 
bill last month was $95, and ior January it was 
$143. The difference in the amount of gas 
burned was but 200 feet. The bill of the Rich- 
ardson Drug Company for January was in the 
neighborhod of $100, while for last month it 
was about $48, 7,000 feet more of gas having 
been burnedin January than in February. 
At Humphrey's clothing store the bill for last 
month was just about half of what it was for 
the month previous. All ofthe consumers 
seen by a PosT-DISPATCH reporter were very 
well satisfied with the reduced amount of their 
bills and had nothing to complain of.

FOR A NEW LOVE. 


Lieut. John F. McBlain’s Desertion of His 
Young and Loving Wife. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, PA., March 5.—The story of 
the scrape that Lieut. John F. McBlain of the 
Ninth Infantry, United States Army, had got 
himself into by refusing to live with his wife 
after he rose from the ranks, on the ground 
that she was not sufficiently educated and re- 
fined to share his new rank, was told in a 
morning paperaday or two ago. Mrs. Mc- 
Blain lives in this city at No. 342 North Twen- 
ty-third street. She is a pretty and intelli: 
gent woman, W years old. She was visited by 
the PosTt-DISPATCH correspondent to-day. 
Her face showed traces of sorrow, and her 
eyes filled with tears as she reconnted 


the story of her wrongs. Her manner was 
well-bredand her conversation proud. She 
was well educated and altogether unlike the 
coarse uneducated woman that it is said her 
husband bas represented her to be. 

All of my troubles, she said, date from 
the meeting of my husband, Lieut. McBlain, 
with Miss Katie White of Junction City, Kan., 
who has stolen his affections. My husband and 
I were children together and had been boy and 
girllovers So, when] was 17, and John and 1 
wanted to get married, our parents did not 
oppose so much on account of our youth as 
they say they otherwise would have done. 
We were married in 1878, and shortly 
afterwards John was thrown out of 
work at his regular trade. We had a 
*. hard time of it the first year, for John 
co getno work, but we loved each other 
and we never complained, even to each other 
about our lot. My father got John a place on 
a street-car, where he remained but a short 
time, as the work was too hard. Then be tried 
to find employment of any sort here in Phila - 
delphia, but was unsuccessful. In 1879 he 
went to California to try ahd make a home for 
us. He obtained employment there, butit was 
very hard work, at least so he wrote me. He 
sent me from four to six letters 3 week full 
of affection. At last I received a letter from 
him saying that he had 

ENLISTED IN THE UNITED STATES ARMY. 

In the year 1880 he went to Junction 
City, Kan., where he was promoted to 
a Second Lieutenancy for his ravery, 
andthe outlook was very bright. hen he 
gotaleave of absence for three weeks and 
came home. He staid all his furlough with 
me. He told me that he had become ac- 
ö —.—— with this woman, Katie White, in 

unction City, Kan., and said he had taken 
her out to parties and balla and that I would 
like her when I saw her. When his furlough 
was out my husband, Lieus. McBlain, went 
back to Junction City, Kan., and joined his 
company. We heard that the White girl’s 
people were trying to get him to marry her, 
though they knew I was his wife, and at last 
we heard they were married. I don’t know 
whether that wastrue. All this time he was 
with Katie White, after his return from the 
East, he wrote me loving letters—three or 
four a week—and I have them all yet. He sent 
me $0 a month out of his pay of $150, 
to live on at first, but soon he wrote telling me 
he was in debt, and asked meto accept $35 a 
month. Ofcourse, I was sorry for his troubies 
and said I would. This kept up for only a few 
months. For almost three years he has sent 
me hardly anything, and I have had to work 
in a factory for my living. In 1884 I received a 
copy of a decree of divorce issued in Califor- 
nia, ae me from my husband. He had 
mever accused me of any wrong, and 
he never had cause to do so. Idon’t know 
what grounds he pleaded. My father said this 
divorce was a fraud and he took it to Judge 
Kelley, who also said it was fraudulent. Then 
my father employed CouncellorWilliam Kelley, 
the Judge’s son, as my attorney and for over 
a year he has been at work to have this frandu- 
lent divorce annulled. The case is now in the 
courts of California.’’ 

Mrs. McBlain said she had read in the papers 
that her husband was in danger of being 
court-martialed, but she would save him 
from this disgrace if it lay in her power.

He has practiced law in Missouri for more than 
thirty years past, and in that time has repre- 
sented the Missouri Democracy in the Legis- 
lature, at national conventions and as a mem- 
ber of the Missouri Constitutional Convention. 
He is 55 years old. Mr. Hall of Iowa is just 51 
years old. He is a graduate of the Knox Col- 
ege of Illinois and the Miami Universi of 
Ohio. He studied law in the office of his 
father, the Hon. J. C. Hall, at Burlington. He 
was admitted 40 the bar in 1857. He bh 
been an active member of 
profession for nearly 3 years. 
served in both houses of the iowa Legislature. 
He is now serving his first term in Congress. 
He is an energetic, clear-headed business man 
and is well liked by his associates. Mr. Ran- 
ney of Massachusetts, the head of the Repub- 
lican minority, is 65 years old. He was born 
in Vermont and was graduated at Dartmouth 
College in the class of 1844. He comes of 
sturdy New England stock and does not look 
aday over 50 years: He has very handsome, 
regular features, shaded by luxurious iron- 
gray hair.

AT A STANDSTILL. 


The Effect of the Jack Hayes Appeal in the 
Criminal Court. 

Circuit Attorney Clover is making arrange- 
ments to-day to leave for Washington to-night 
to go before the United States Supreme Court 
in the Jack Hayes matter. State Attorney- 
General Boone is in New York with State 
Treasurer Seibert inspecting the funds of the 
State in the Bank of Commerce there. Mr. 
Clover intends urging the Governor to ordér 
Attorney-General Boone to meet him (Clover) 


at Washington, and then they will both go be- 
fore the Supreme Court in the matter. The 
case will be presented to the court 
on Monday and an immediate 
hearing urged. The Court, in anting 
the writ of error, made it returnable in Octo- 
ber, but Mr. Clover has strong hopes of get- 
ting a hearing of it in ten days ora fortnight. 
When the United States Court is made ac- 
quainted with all the trouble that would be 
caused by delaying a hearing of the writ until 
next October, he thinks he will be sure to get 
a hearing at an early date. Assistant Circuit 
Attorney McDonald says that about the only 
crimes tried by the Criminal Court which do 
not come underthe law to which this objec- 
tion that is made in the Hayes case 
does not apply, are grand larceny, re- 
ceiving stolen property, embezzlement and 
assault to kill. Fully nine-tenths of the cases 
that cume before the court are those in which 
no maximum punishment is fixed by law and 
are open to the objection to be passed on by 
the United States Supreme Court, viz. that the 
State is now allowed too many challenges. 
Unless an immediate hearing of the writ is had 
scarcely — gre will be done in the Criminal 
Court until next October. There are now 
three or four important murder cases pending 
before the court on motion for anew trial 
Which have not been passed upon and are not 
likely to be until after the point raised in the 
Hay es case has been disposed of by the United 
States Supreme Court. If the court should 
pass upon them before the decision of 
the United States Court is made and 
refuse to grant new trials, then in case the 
objection made in the Hayes case was sus- 
tained these cases passed upon would all have 
to be appealed from court to court until they 
reached the United States Supreme Oourt be- 
fore the new trial could be granted. This 
would cause much deiay anda great deal ot 
expense.
